destinies of a nation— on paper— 
is the panorama view of the great 
and important place that paper 
fills in the life of a people. 
Of the products that go to make 
a modern world, paper-making is 
one which man cannot lay claim 
to originating, for it was the not- 
much-loved wasp that taught man 
the original method of making pa­ 
per out of wood. 
Watch the wasp 
build its nest. 
A small piece of 
dry wood such as a sliver from a 
fence rail is torn off, then chewed 
to a pulp, moistened into a paste, 
and spread out to dry. 
In time a 
cone-shaped nest is completed of 
wood-pulp paper. 
Lady 
wasp 
then fastens her nest to the over­ 
hanging bow of a tree. 
Although scientists often had 
observed the wasp making paper, 
it was not until the middle of the 
last century that a German named 
Frederick Keller, after watching 
the wasp, first produced a suc­ 
cessful 
machine 
for 
grinding 
wood into pulp. 
This was the 
turning point in the march of the 
paper industry to its present tre­ 
mendous proportions. 
Behind this invention of 
less 
than a century ago is a fascinating 
s t o ry reaching back to tho dawn 
of time. 
The first known races of 
mankind tried to express 
their 
thoughts on brick or stone. 
The 
s t o ry is told that the custom of 
leaving calling cards 
in the Stone Age when men lived 
in caves 
If a cave-dweller de­ 
cided to make a visit, the custom 
was first to throw a stone at the 
mouth of the cave to announce 
his coming. 
Otherwise, very like­ 
ly he would have been hit over 
the head with a club. 
If 
the 
neighbor was not in, it was the 
cave man’s custom to leave 
the 
stone with a mark scratched upon 
t to show that he had called. 
Early Attempts at Writing 
Man’s greatest desire being to 
express his thoughts, his early at­ 
tempts to leave messages on rocks 
led to more 
practical 
avenues: 
through drawings, carvings, paint­ 
ings, 
sculpture. 
and 
finally 
through the printed page. 
Crude 
picture-writing upon bits of pot­ 
tery or stone, on bits 
of 
clay, 
wood, and other 
materials, 
all 
form 
the 
golden 
link 
that 
stretches from thy 
cave 
man’s 
original calling card and from the 
nest of the wasp to the finest pa­ 
per production of which science 
and modern machinery is capable. 
In the days of ancient 
Egypt, 
writing was probably made easier 
for the first time by use of a plant 
called papyrus. 
But the papyrus 
was not altogether 
satisfactory 
and the pursuit of better methods 
went on. 
From the name of this 
plant the word paper 
was 
de­ 
rived. 
Books 
were 
sometimes 
written on skins of sheep or goats, 
and even today this parchment is 
in use. 
These early writing ma­ 
terials were so rare and so great 
in expense, that only a few were 
benefited and 
an 
even 
lesser 
number ever saw' a book. 
Paper as it is known today had 
its conception in China 
around 
the beginning of 
the 
Christian 
era. The Chinese zealously guard­ 
ed their art of paper-making un­ 
til about the year 751 when the 
Chinese attacked 
the 
city 
of 
►Samarkand in Central Asia, which 
was then held by the Arabs. The 
Arabs defeated the Chinese sol­ 
diers and took several as prison­ 
ers. 
From these prisoners 
the 
Arabs learned the art of paper- 
making. 
The art spread through­ 
out Europe slowly, and it was not 
until late in the eighteenth cen­ 
tury that band-made paper gave 
ground to manufacture in a con­ 
tinuous web, an innovation that 
marks the birth of a huge indus­ 
try which is now fifth largest in 
the United States. 
In the German city of Mainz in 
3 4 53 an

of paper. 
Pulp made from vari­ 
ous types of wood now’ supply the 
world annually with its billions of 
pounds of paper. 
Modern Paper Manufacture 
From Canada and Maine, from 
Virginia, West 
Virginia, 
North 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
Georgia, 
Kentucky, 
Texas, 
and 
other 
Southern States, comes the prin­ 
cipal portion of the Nation’s pa­ 
per and paper pulp supply. 
All wood entering a pulp mill 
is thoroughly cleaned to remove 
bark, dirt, and refuse accumula­ 
tions. 
It is continuously fed in­ 
to what is called a drum barker 
w’hich in effect is an 
elongated 
treadmill constructed 
in 
giant 
proportions. 
Some 12 
feet 
in 
width and about 50 feet long, it 
is fabricated from long slats 
of 
steel riveted to huge hoops. The 
wood tumbling over and over in 
its travel through the drum 
is 
rubbed free of its bark and dirt. 
After the wood has been cleansed 
it is ready to be converted into 
pulp. 
The wood is then pressed 
against a huge revolving 
grind­ 
stone, and. as the ax is ground 
away on the commonplace grind­ 
stone so is the wood reduced to a 
fine state of subdivision. 
Water 
is introduced continuously to pre­ 
vent too much heat by friction 
and to provide a conveying med­ 
ium to flow the pulp to the next 
stage in the process. 
After a 
thorough screening or straining to 
remove slivers, the pulp is ready 
for the paper machines. 
Not only 
newsprint but other papers of the 
finest quality are 
made 
from 
wood. 
More than 125,000 people are 
directly employed in the 
paper 
originated j mills of America, which obviously 
does not include thousands more 
who are given work in the distri­ 
bution of paper products, or who 
bring the raw materials from the 
forests to the mills.

is 
used in building houses. 
Count­ 
less lives are saved through the 
use of sanitary paper cups 
and 
tow’els and through paper wrap­ 
ping of food and paper surgical 
dressings. 
Paper 
handkerchiefs 
help to prevent the 
spread 
of 
diseases, and now a flame-proof 
paper is being made. 
People are 
reading more books, periodicals, 
and newspapers, thus increasing 
daily the demand for all types of 
paper. 
The manufacture of pa­ 
per has become one of the Na­ 
tion’s great industries— an indus­ 
try that cannot be measured 
in 
physical, economic, or 
financial 
terms. 
Science, literature, 
art, 
knowledge, owe most of their ad­ 
vancements to paper.

Booklet Is Available at 
Several Places Within 
City and County 


“ What 
Every 
Driver 
Must 
Know,” a. concise 
pamphlet 
on 
tips of the road for motorists, is 
being distributed throughout the 
city and county as part of a state­ 
wide campaign to increase driv­ 
ing safety.

Washington at the moment is Postmaster 
General James A. Farley. By n ature 
al­ 
most abnormally genial and eupeptic, Big 
Jim is downright mournful these days. 
It isn’t because the President is “mak­ 
ing him walk the plank,” or because he 
and the President are no longer friendly, 
although their association is not what it 
was in the heroic era when Jim w’as hog­ 
tying delegates from Coast to Coast. His 
troubles are the politics of his 
beloved 
New York state, and a personal situation 
which makes it desirable for him to go in­ 
to private business, just when the depres­ 
sion has made private business hard to 
go into. 
The final blow was the 
candidacy 
of 
Assistant Attorney General 
Robert 
H. 
Jackson for the 
governorship 
of 
New 
York. Farley does not want 
the 
office 
himself. He has not wanted it 
from 
the 
moment, more than a year ago, when 
he 
decided that he would have to get to work 
and make some money. 
The best proof of this is the fact that 
he was all signed up to take 
a 
hand­ 
somely paid job with Pierce-Arrow Motor 
Company. He would be working for Fierce- 
f Arrow now if the market, 
crash 
hadn’t 
made it hopeless for the concern to float 
new securities. 
W ASPS’ NEST IN N. Y. 
Now Big Jim himself with a peck 
of 
trouble on his hands. Things in New York 
state were delicate enough 
before 
Mr. 
Jackson came along. In Albany, Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman, angry with the Presi­ 
dent ever since the court plan, was nurs­ 
ing political ambitions revived 
by 
his 
annoyance at the White House. Up 
and 
down the state, the leaders were sore and 
puzzled by the emergence of the American 
Labor Party. Half a dozen eager candi­ 
dates were 
publicly 
watering 
at 
the 
mouth every time the governorship was 
mentioned. 
And then Mr. Jackson was thrust for­ 
ward by his New Deal backers, 
rather 
amateurishly, too early, and in a manner 
that terrified many 
conservative 
local 
leaders and all campaign 
fund 
contri­ 
butors. The fact that he undoubtedly had 
and still has the tacit support 
of 
the 
President did not improve matters, since 
the last thing the peevish leaders want is 
a candidate imposed on them from above, 
who has no obligations to them. 
FARLEY AND JACKSON 


Poor Big Jim has no particular hostil­ 
ity to Mr. Jackson, whom he knows for 
the able and personable fellow he is. But 
Jackson is not Farley’s sort of man, and 
his sudden candidacy has put Farley on a 
hopeless spot. 
While Jackson is pressed on the local 
machines by the White House, with the 
threat of the Labor Party vote to make 
the pressure real, Farley has got to pacify 
the leaders, quiet the furious men 
who 
plan to be Mr. Jackson’s rivals, and work 
out some combination which will keep the 
vital New York vote in the Democratic 
column in 1938. 
No one on earth would like such 
an 
assignment, and Farley hates it. 
He has 
shown his irritation in such public fash­ 
ion as an open reluctance to 
be 
photo­ 
graphed with Mr. Jackson alone 
at 
the 
recent Jackson Day dinner in New York. 
The fact is that the Jackson candidacy 
is just one more instance of the very sin­ 
gular goings-on between Farley and the 
President in New York matters. From the 
start of the New Deal, the President has 
given Farley Carte Blanche in New York. 
And then he has generally turned around 
and disapproved the fashion in which Far­ 
ley filled in the Carte. 
An even better example was the recent 
New York City election. It was revealed 
here some time ago that, while Farley was 
plugging hard for Jeremiah Mahomey for 
mayor, the President actually wrote a let­ 
ter inferentially endorsing 
Fiorello La- 
Guardia with home warmth. 
But no one has told the story 
of 
the 
conference between 
Farley, 
the 
Bronx 
boss, Ed Flynn, and the President 
which 
preceded the push for 
Mahoney. 
Flynn 
and Farley went to the President for ad­ 
vice. Tho President responded, as he 
so 
frequently does, with one of his parables. 
The hero of this particular parable 
was 
himself.

NE of the hest ways to prevent unem­ 
ployment in Hie 
automobile 
Industry 
would he to close all factories during July 
and August yearly. 
Closing for inventory and reducing work 
hours because of slack times is the usual 
thing at this time of the year. It should 
be far better for all 
concerned 
if 
the 
automobile plants of Michigan were kept 
open during a period when men can work 
indoors with comfort, and shut during the 
hottest months. 
The latter procedure would give 
the 
men a chance to take a vacation when they 
and their families could really enjoy one. 
If the average auto worker could ho rea­ 
sonably sure of ten months employment 
during the year, including the winter pe­ 
riod, he would not be likely to object to a 
complete shutdown in midsummer. 
The effect on the rest of tho state, 
as 
well as Detroit and other automotive cen­ 
ters, would he pronounced and beneficial. 
It would give hundreds of thousands 
of 
workers a chance to see Michigan when it 
is at its very hest, and open tho 
oppor­ 
tunity for their families to do the same. 
The winter lay-off is In largo degree a 
hangover from days when the great m a­ 
jority of car owners laid up its machines 
in tho cold season. Today nearly every­ 
one drives tho year around, and in most 
parts of tho country, when times are nor­ 
mal, multitudes of motorists are think­ 
ing about a new car with the advent of 
the new year. It is easier now than it was 
years ago to adjust tho m atter of inven­ 
tories, and there would seem to 
he 
no 
good reason why big plant employes could 
not have at least a part of tho time off In 
summer. Certainly tho tourist revenue of 
the state would ho vastly Increased if these 
multitudes could have a real summer vaca­ 
tion.

LIQUOR LICENSES 
(Ironwood Globe) 
Now that tilt' liquor control 
commis­ 
sion has pormaunnently revoked

cense of an Ironwood liquor vender who

CISSEL TALKS 
AT MARQUETTE 


Committee Will Confer 
With State Officials 
iii Lansing 


T ho need for m a k in g a prelim­ 
inary survey of tho 
Straits 
of 
Mackinac bridge project was em­ 
phasized in a tnlk given by Prof. 
Tames Cissel of th e University of 
Michigan at yesterday's session of 
the Upper P e n in su la Development 
Bureau. 
Professor Cissel explained that 
u n d e r the law cre a tin g t h e Mack­ 
inac Bridge A u th o rity it was stip­ 
ulated that sta te h ig h w a y d ep a rt­ 
m e n t funds should 
be provided 
for this purpose, b ut th a t a re­ 
quest for an initial allotm ent of 
$25,000 to la unch this prelimin­ 
ary study had been tu rn ed down 
by th e highw ay co m m ittee of the 
state adm inistra tive board. 
Following 
Professor 
Cissel’s 
talk, th e Upper P eninsula Devel­ 
opment Bureau adopted a resolu­ 
tion, authorizin g tile B ureau pres- 
dent to appoint a co m m ittee to go 
down to Lansing to confer with 
:he governor and the state a d m in ­ 
istrative board in an effort to se- 
?ure the allotment of th e desired 
funds. 
Professor Cissel addressed the 
Bureau as follows: 
“ It does not a p p e a r necessary 
at this time to review th e past 
history of the Mackinac 
Straits 
Bridge Project. Suffice it to say 
t h a t it was discussed som e 
50 
years ago and was immediately, 
and perhaps then quite properly, 
classed with 
such 
o th e r 
pipe 
d ream s as horseless 
carriages, 
electric lights, wireless telegraphy 
and flying machines. T h e re was 
perhaps good reason, no longer 
th a n 15 years ago, for th e belief 
th a t such a bridge was impossi­ 
ble of accom plishment, but those 
who today insist on this belief are 
either too obstinate to 
change 
their opinion or else are u n aw a re 
of th e amazing progress in bridge 
construction durin g th e last de­ 
cade. lf the opinions of nationally 
k now n experts, tvho have actually 
designed and built 
bridges 
of 
g re a te r magnitude, are to be ac­ 
cepted. then th e construction of a 
brid ge across the Straits of Mack­ 
inac must he reg a rd ed as entirely 
feasible. These experts have said 
it can be done, but th e d e t e r m in a ­ 
tion of the definite location, c h a r ­ 
acter of the construction, a r r a n g e ­ 
ment of spans, facilities for t r a f ­ 
fic. quantity of m a teria ls needed 
and definite costs 
a r e 
m a tte rs 
which require consid erable tech­ 
nical study based on d a t a obta in ­ 
ed from surveys, soundings 
and 
borings into the foundation m a ­ 
terial. Although a rough general 
idea of th e probable 
maxim um 
cost has been established, no work 
of consequence has yet been s t a rt ­ 
ed tow ard the developm ent of a 
defin ite plan for a bridge across 
th e Straits. T h ere are, of course, 
many difficult technical problems 
which must be solved in connec­ 
tion with such a project, 
but it 
should be noted th a t sim ilar prob­ 
lems have been solved for recently 
completed stru c tu re s and no prob­ 
lem relating to th e Stra its bridge 
has yet been advanced which ap­ 
p ea ls impossible of solution. Ac­ 
cepting th e opinion of experts th a t 
th e bridge can be built and leav­ 
ing 
the various 
technical ques­ 
tions of design to be w orked out 
as a normal planning procedure, 
let us turn to several o th er ques­ 
tions deserving of o u r m ost ca re­ 
ful study. 
Financing Of Project 
“ First there is th e question of 
how such a construction would be 
financed. It has been determ ined 
t h a t the total cost of t h e project, 
including construction cost, plan­ 
ning, financing, etc., should not 
exceed 35 million dollars. 
It is 
probable 
that 
t h e final recom­ 
m endations will be for a s tru ctu re 
which 
will cost a substantially 
smaller am ount, but t h e d eterm in ­ 
ation of this m a t t e r is a p art of 


th e p relim inary planning 
w ork 
which is yet to be done. During

more 
t h a n 
4 9 
years; an d tile interest an d p r i n ­ 
cipal would be paid entirely fn"** 
tolls collected from users of the 
bridge. The act provides specific­ 
ally t h a t no state debt shall be in­ 
curred so th a t th e bonds would be 
secured only by the project itself. 
“ T h ^ re are some who contend 
th a t th e effort to build a brid ge is 
futile because the bonds 
could 
not be sold. Such s ta te m e n ts c a n ­ 
not be eith er accepted or denied 
until an actual attem pt has been 
m a d e to sell such bonds. No real 
progress toward financing is pos­ 
sible until th e preliminary work 
is 
completed, 
a 
definite 
plan 
adopted, and the sum needed for 
the proposed construction finally 
d eterm in ed . For financing th e San 
Francisco-Oak land 
Bay 
bridge, 
th e 
California Toll Bridge A u­ 
th ority sold 66 
million 
dollars 
w orth of revenue bonds to R.F.C. 
Before this financing was a r r a n g ­ 
ed, however, the sta te 
had 
in 
19 29 provided a revolving fund 
of $50,000 to which the cities of 
San F rancisco and O akland 
had 
added $40,000 and $4,000 respec­ 
tively to provide for the initial 
prelim inary work. 
In 1931 the 
s tate provided $650,000 to co m ­ 
plete t h e prelimin ary work begun 
in 1 929 so th at in 1932 w hen th e 
Fin ancial Advisory co m m ittee u n ­ 
dertook 
the 
actual 
financing, 
complete inform ation and studies 
covering every phase of t h e p ro ­ 
ject w ere available. 
Karly Efforts Reviewed 
“ Tho 
early 
activities 
of the 
Mackinac S traits Bridge A u t h o r ­ 
ity w ere devoted to a t te m p ts to 
obtain adoption of 
th e 
Straits 
bridge project by P.W.A. 
Had 
th ese a t te m p ts been 
successful, 
th e necessary prelimin ary 
work 
would have been financed by the 
P.W.A. a u d th e construction cost 
provided for by a g ran t of som e 
ten to fifteen million dollars plus 
proceeds of sale of revenue bonds 
to P.W.A. for the rem a ining funds 
needed. 
Refusal 
of 
P.W.A. 
to 
adopt th e Straits bridge project is 
believed to be due principally to 
the fact th a t th e prelim inary w ork 
had not been done and th a t th e re 
would, therefore, be a delay 
of 
about tw o years in s ta rtin g actual 
construction work. 
“ The s ta te m e n t which has al­ 
ready been m ad e as to the propos­ 
ed m e th o d of financing 
should 
correct any m is taken belief th at 
the S tra its bridge would impose a 
large b urden of debt on th e ta x ­ 
payers of th e state. Under existing 
legislation, the bridge cannot be­ 
come a sta te debt and hence no 
tax m oneys can be devoted eith er 
to its construction, or to t h e pay ­ 
m en t of interest, am ortiza tion of 
bonds or operating expenses. On 
the o th e r hand the capital need­ 
ed for expansion of th e ferry sys­ 
tem is t a k e n from t h e 
highw ay 
iund an d it not repaid so t h a t the 
ferries actually constitute a m a ­ 
terial liability on th e state. 
‘The 
question 
Is 
frequently 
raised as to w h eth e r or not th e 
proposed bridge would be self li­ 
quidating. This can be an s w e red 
only on t h e basis of estim ates of 
f u tu re traffic. For th e purposes of 
such 
e stim a tes we can only be 
guided by th e record of th e past 
developm ent of traffic on th e f e r­ 
ries. F e r r y service was sta rte d in 
1923 und traffic increased fro m a 
total of 10,351 vehicles in 1923 
to 59,484 vehicles in 1925. F ro m 
1925 to 1929 
traffic 
increased 
u n ifo rm ly a t an average rate of 
22 1-2 per cent per year. During 
th e depressio n years of 1930, 31

excess of 22 1-2 per cont per year. 
Last year ( 1937) traffic was 27 
per cent greater than in 1936 and 
totalled 274,749 vehicles. If this 
average rate of growth contin ues 
until 194 4, which is as soon as a 
bridge could be placed in service, 
the total traffic would a m o u n t to 
more th a n one million 
vehicles 
ann u ally and this would produce 
an income, based on present f er­ 
ry toll rates, sufficient, to pay all 
operating charges, interest a t 4 
per cent and amortize 30 million 
dollars worth of revenue bonds in 
about 4 0 years. There are certain 
intangib le values pertaining to a 
bridge, however, 
which 
should 
not be overlooked, and It m u st be 
noted th a t t h e bridge will relieve 
th e state of the ferry obligation, 
insure continued growth of Mich­ 
ig a n ’s resort business, help devel­ 
op the Upper Peninsula and p r o ­ 
vide a continuous service all year- 
round link between the 
p e n in ­ 
sulas. These intangible values are 
believed to be of as great im p o rt­ 
ance as potential 
revenue from 
tolls. 
More Boats-No Solution 
“ The editor of a newspaper p u b ­ 
lished in a. city located 
in 
th e 
western section of th e lower p e n ­ 
insula 
recently 
printed 
an 
edi­ 
torial c o m m en tin g 
on 
th e 
need 
for m ain tain in g ad e q u a te t r a n s ­ 
portatio n facilities at th e Straits. 
Asserting th a t it was a w aste of 
tim e to even consider such a f a n ­ 
tastic scheme as a bridge, he vig­ 
orously advocated im m ediate p u r ­ 
chase of as many boats as were 
necessary asserting th at even if a 
total of ten or twelve boats were 
required, this would be preferable 
to a bridge and would be a p rac ­ 
tical solution to th e Straits traffic 
problem. Let us examine the facts 
relating to this situation. 
“ D uring t h e su m m e r of 1937, 
five boats were available until A u ­ 
gust 7, when th e 
reconditioned 
ferry boat 
“ City of C heb o y g an " 
was placed in service to brin g th e 
total to six boats. 
Two of these 
boats are owrned by the Mackinaw 
T ra n sp o rta tio n company, 
one of 
which is leased to the highw ay 
depa rtm ent. On Satu rday, J u l y 3. 
traffic j a m m e d th e facilities an d 
despite th e efforts of 
th e 
five 
boats, a line up of 
automobiles 
five miles long developed at t h e 
Mackinaw’ City dock and h u n d re d s 
turned back 
unwilling to suffer 
th e inconvenience and delay in­ 
cident to such service. These five 
boats tra n sp o rte d a total of 3.3 79 
vehicles d u rin g a 24 hour period 
or 676 vehicles per boat. On Sep­ 
te m b er 
4 
six boats tran sp o rte d 
3,955 vehicles or 669 vehicles per 
boat, but th e delay in 
crossing 
was materially reduced. T h e av e r­ 
age traffic for each day of August 
193 7 was 2511 vehicles and this 
average has increased 
by 
m ore 
th an 400 vehicles for each year 
since 1933, This Increase in a v e r ­ 
age dally A u g u st traffic alone e m ­ 
ploys t h e services of one boat for 
a five to six h o u r period and th u s 
indicates the need for practically 
an additional boat each year Just 
to take care of th e growth in A u ­ 
gust 
traffic. 
With an enlarged 
fleet opersting, 
additional 
dock 
facilities would also he needed. 
The highway d e p a rtm e n t has been 
atte m p tin g for the past two years 
to obtain a satisfactory hid 
for 
building a new boat, but on each 
of two occasions when bids were 
received, th e low’ bid was in excess 
of $1,600,000 and was rejected. 
It was expected in each case that 
a boat might be obtained for not 
more th a n $800,000. Last fall th e 
highw ay 
d e p a rtm e n t 
an n o u n c ed 
th a t im provem ents in the docking 
facilities at Mackinaw City and St. 
Ignace to cost about 
$600,000 
w ere being planned and later it 
was stated that the low bld for 
th e Improvement of th e Mackinaw 
City dock was $199,920. In view 
of these data it seems ap p a ren t 
t h a t if ferry service is to he con­ 
tinued indefinitely, new boats and 
dock facilities costing upw ards of 
four million dollars will be re­ 
quired within th e next few years. 
Based on state m en ts appearing in 
th e press, it would seem th a t a d ­ 
min istrative board approval 
has 
been 
obtain ed 
for 
im m ediate 
spending of more th a n one mil­ 
lion dollars of highw ay funds for 
a new boat an d dock 
im prove­ 
ments. In connection with these 
expenditures on the 
ferries, 
it 
should be understo od th a t in ac­ 
cordance with existing legislation 
this money m u s t be ta ken 
from 
the highw ay fund and is not re­ 
paid from proceeds obtain ed from 
tolls. 
Every 
dollar, 
therefore, 
spent for new boats or dock i m ­ 
provements m eans few’er miles of 
new* pavement and less 
general 
highway im provement. 
Better Service Needled 
I here can be no question as to 
the need for an Im m ediate 
im ­ 
provement in the traffic facilities! 
at the Straits. 
The conditions' 
which have existed during recent) 
tourist seasons give considerable 
evidence of irrep arab le d a m a g e to I 
Michigan's Im p o rtan t tourist an d I 
resort business. These conditions | 
must not be p erm itted to c o n tin ­ 
ue. There is a question, however. ! 
as to the best and most economic 
means of relieving these 
condi­ 
tions and 
we 
would 
seriously 
question the advisability of m a k ­ 
ing any 
fu rth e r in ve stm e nt 
in 
ferry facilities 
until the entire 
problem has been fully 
studied 
and a sound 
development 
plan 
adopted 
Based on such limited 
studies as have been m a de for th e 
proposed bridge project, it is feas­ 
ible to construct a bridge directly 
across from Mackinaw City to St. 
Ignace in a location which would 
extend the St. Ignace 
ap p ro a ch 
across the G ra h am Shoals. It is 
believed th at this approach could 


serve as a connectio n to a 
t e m ­ 
porary ferry dock located on the 
G raham Shoals ab o u t one mile 
from the sh o re line of th e Upper 
Peninsula an d with this as the 
northern te rm i n u s of the 
ferry 
route the distance from dock to 
dock would be ab o u t 4.2 miles or 
about one-half th e distance now 
traveled by ferries. 
With o p era­ 
tion of ferries on this route, the 
time of crossing would be reduced 
to about 40 m in u te s an d th e car­ 
rying capacity of t h e present fleet 
would he practically doubled. The 
probable cost of this 
causeway 
#nd tem porary dock has been es­ 
tim ated at not to exceed two mil­ 
lion dollars an d this investment 
would not only obviate the need 
of investing probably more th an 
twice this sum in boats and docks, 
to be used only a sh o rt time each 
year, but would also constitute an 
im portant p a r t of 
an 
u ltim ate 
bridge. Regardless of w hethe r the 
rem ainder of th e bridge is co m ­ 
pleted soon or not until 
many 
years hence, 
operation on this 
tem porary 
ro u te would produce 
improved 
service 
at 
m in im u m 
capital expenditure. 
Location Of Bridge 
“ Should it be determ ined to lo­ 
cate th e f u t u re bridge on a line 
corresponding 
approxim ately 
to 
the shortest distance across 
the 
Straits, the n orth approach would 
be located 
at 
Point 
LaBarbe. 
While this location appears less 
favorable for ferry purposes, it is 
probable th a t 
a 
suitable 
plan 
could be developed here also for 
shortening th e 
ferry 
haul 
by 
means of te m p o r a r y docks and a p ­ 
proaches which would form a part 
of an ultim ate bridge. 
“ In connection with th e fore­ 
going suggestions for com bining 
ferry im prove m ents with ultim ate 
bridge construction, it m u st 
be 
noted th at an im proper location of 
temporary docks and approaches 
m ig ht rende r such 
construction 
worthless for th e purposes of a 
bridge. 
Sound 
engineering dic­ 
tates the necessity of fully co m ­ 
pleting the prelim in ary plans for 
the bridge, including proper co n ­ 
sideration of ferry operations u n ­ 
til such time as it m ay be placed 
in service, before an y such 
a p ­ 
proach or dock construction is be­ 
gun. 
Urges Preliminary Work 
“ Last Septem ber the authority 
requested 
a d m inistrative 
board 
approval of a p ro g ra m of prelim­ 
inary work estim ated to require 
a little less th an two years 
for 
completion. 
An initial allotment 
of $25,000 was requested, to pro­ 
vide for the p la nning of this work 
and to get it started, and the total 
cost. 
estim ated 
at 
$150,000, 
would be d istrib u ted over tho pe­ 
riod of time required for its com­ 
pletion. The legislative act relat­ 
ing to the bridge provides 
that 
‘Pending th e receipt of proceeds 
from the bridge rev e n u e bonds 
the state a d m in is t ra tiv e board is 
hereby directed a n d empowered to 
advance to th e Bridge Authority 
out of state hig h w ay funds not al­ 
ready allocated such sums of mon­ 
ey as may be necessary for the ac­ 
com plishm ent of th e purposes set 
f ort h— 
T h e a u t h o r i t y ’s request 
was referred to tho highway com­ 
mittee of th e sta te adm inistrative 
board and denied approval by that 
committee. 
“ This 
p ro g ra m of preliminary 
work is essential to fu rth e r real 
progress on th e bridge 
project 
and moreover form s the basis of 
an y intelligent solution 
of 
the 
Straits tra n sp o rta tio n problem. It 
should bo u n d e rta k e n without de­ 
lay In order t h a t service across 
the Straits m ay he made adequate 
to meet f u t u r e dem an d s at the 
earliest, possible date. If this pro­ 
gram could be ap proved 
within 
t h e next few m o n th s 
and 
the 
funds provided as 
required, 
it 
may be 
possible 
to 
complete! 
enough of such w ork 
as 
would J 
perm it construction of approaches! 
and te m p o rary docks, needed to 
relieve the terry 
situation, 
to 
s tart som e tim e next, year and pos­ 
sibly be com pleted 
before 
the 
s u m m e r season of 1940. 
Everyone W ill Benefit 
“ Every citizen of Michigan will 
profit th ro u g h a pro p er solution 
of the Straits problem. In order 
to provide this solution, however, 
th e a u th o rity m u s t have the co­ 
operation and su p p o r t of the state 
governm ent backed by a substan­ 
tial group of citizens who insist 
t h a t this solution 
be provided.! 
Your 
approval of t h e airns and I 
purposes of th e a u t h o r i t y is t h e r e - 1 
fore solicited to t h e end that the) 
state a d m in istra tiv e board, state, 
highway d e p a r t m e n t 
and 
other 
state agencies m a y be persuaded 
to cooperate with t h e Bridge Au­ 
thority and p e rm i t it th e oppor­ 
tunity. at least, of completing the 
preliminary w ork on this project. 
Michigan’s 
peninsulas 
can 
and! 
must be Joined by 
an 
adequate! 
transportation facility, developed 
in a sound and economic manner 
to 
meet 
p rese nt 
and 
future 
needs."

Michigan Artist 
Revives Ancient 
Art Of Engraving 


Ann Arbor, Ja n. 22— A form of 
etching neglected and almost, for­ 
gotten for th e past one hundred 
and fifty years has been revived 
by Professor A. Maestro-Valerio, 
of the College of A rchitecture of 
the University of Michigan. In an 
exhibition in Alumni 
Memorial 
Hall in Ann A rbor Professor Val­ 
erio has d e m onstrate d the beauti­ 
ful qualities of this process which 
has rarely been used since 
the 
tim e of the engravers who repro­ 
duced for the public- of I hat 
day 
the p aintings of Sir Jo sh u a Rey­ 
nolds, R aeburn, and other p ain t­ 
ers of t h a t school. 
In his revival of th e mezzotint 
Professor Valerio has had to de­ 
vise his own m ethods of 
work 
an d 
practically 
rediscover 
the 
technique. T h e result of his 
ef­ 
forts is a series of beautiful fig­ 
u r e plates which have 
received 
wide recognition, including a spe­ 
cial exhibit at the 
Smithsonian 
Institution in 
Washin gton, 
and 
t h e inclusion of his work am ong 
t h e fifty best prints of tho year. 
T he mezzotint is. in essentials. 
a working from black to white 
instead of from w hite to black. 
as in th e ordin ary 
draw ing 
or 
etching. The plate is scored and 
s cratched with fine lines in every 
direction, 
giving 
a 
very 
fine 
ro u g h en ed surface which is scra p­ 
ed a w a y in various degrees to give 
th e lig hter parts of th e print. The 
re s u lt is a soft and yet brilliant 
an d 
sp arkli ng impression 
which 
is m uch admired by collectors.

COMPETITION 
After four years of experimenting, an engineer in the 
state of Washington, at a cost of $100,000 of his own 
moitey, has perfected a machine for writing shorthand. 
The machine, which he calls the "Reporter" was on dis­ 
play at a recent convention in Chicago. Apparently it 
will be a keen competitor of the Stenotype machine. 
Such an invention seems to prove conclusively the 
advance that machine shorthand is making.

ICE FISHING IS 


Fine 
Catches 
Reported 
In Lakes Around 
Newberry 


Where Trout Grow Before Planting in Streams 


Newberry— Ice fishing is in full 
swing on scores of upper penin­ 
sula lakes, with some exceptional-. 
Iv good catches being made 
in 
the eastern part. of th e peninsula, 
fishermen report. 
Ice shanties now dot the ice of 
most of the lakes in this section 
and some large northern pike have 
been speared, one large I 8-pound­ 
er being taken by a local fisher­ 
men on a lake in the northern 
part of the county, the n am e of 
which he did not care to reveal. 
Heavy W hitefish Catches 
A 
Curtis 
fisherman, 
H arry 
Strum, reports that 
some 
good 
catches of whitefish are being t a k ­ 
en in the Manistique lakes. 
He 
reports that the fish a re of no ex­ 
ceptional size coming a t 
around 
IO to 14 inches, but says t h a t they 
are much more firm and tasty in 
flesh at this season of th e year 
than at any other time. 
Many of the whitefish are t a k ­ 
en with the spear, bu t the tines of 
the forks must be closer together 
th an usually used for pike, for the 
fish are often thin 
enough 
to 
slide between the tines of the av­ 
erage spear. 
F o r w inter fishing with 
hook 
and line, local anglers aver, one 
c a n ’t beat a small 
brig ht 
pearl 
button with a small piece of pork 
rind attached to the hook. 
Some 
good catches of perch and white- 
fish this year have already been 
credited to the pearl-button lure. 
Spearing M ethods 
In spearing, the usual method is 
to use a decoy to lure the big fish 
within reach of the spear. Though 
some may be bought from sport 
goods dealers and are 
efficient 
lures, most anglers like to m ake 
their own decoys. 
Their 
effi­ 
ciency as lures depends entirely 
upon the ingenuity of the individ­ 
ual who constructs his own de­ 
coys. 
A good plan is not 
to 
m ake 
them too big nor to color them 
with such bright colors as might 
make them too u n n a tu ra l in a p ­ 
pearance. 
However, a sufficiently 
bright color to attract the game 
fish from a distance is desirable. 
Once attracted the decoy should 
appear natural enough to cause 
the pike or other fish to strike at 
it. 
Shape of Decoy 
The decoy should be shaped af­ 
ter the m anner of a small perch 
or some similar com m on prey of 
the larger voracious species. The 
decoy should not be m ore than six 
inches long at the most 
and 
a 
much shorter length would prob­ 
ably be preferable. 
Fins, cut from] 
some brightly colored tobacco tin,) 
should be attached, but 
should 
not be unnaturally large in size. 
The under side 
of 
the 
decoy 
should be hollowed out 
and 
a 
sufficient am ount of molten lead 
poured in to submerge the decoy. 
It should then be hu n g on a thin, 
almost invisible wire so 
as 
to 
hang in perfect balance. 
Bright 
yellow, flecked with red specks on 
the top and darker yellow on the 
bottom is a good paint scheme. 
Through experimenting, the decoy 
m a k er can discover o th er a t tr a c ­ 
tive color schemes. 
Some of the bright 
tin 
fish 
lures which are widely advertised 
as casting devises can also be eas­ 
ily converted into decoy lu res and 
have brought 
in 
fair 
catches. 
i ast-off bait plugs with th e hooks 
removed can also be easily con­ 
verted into lures with a bit of m e­ 
chanical ingenuity. 
For the novice 
the 
a m a te u r 
alike, ice fishing and spearing al­ 
ways has new thrills. 
Often the 
novice, however, will muff many 
changes for bigger fish pa rticu ­ 
larly 
in 
spearing. 
The 
lunge, 
strike anil departure of the larger 
fish is always 
lightning-like 
in 
rapidity and the angler m u st act 
with equal rapidity to 
bag 
the 
speedy 
denizens 
of 
the 
green 
depths.

Ordin­ 
arily th e deer begin to yard about

F ear Starvation
